Connecticut registration figures for March have 
not yet been reported. During the past few weeks, 
ADN has received numerous inquiries by telephone 
and mail asking for complete March figures. The 
delay in reports from Connecticut is due to the re- 
cent flood, a new system of recording registration 


figures and a shift in the fiscal registration date. 


As soon as these figures are available, they will 
be published in ADN. In the meantime, however, 
there are no other means of obtaining these figures. 
ADN two weeks ago estimated that complete March 
registrations would top 300,000 units.

The output of passenger cars and trucks 
in the United States and Canada for May 
on Reduced will total 477,837 when all the returns are 
Production in it appears from information now on 
hand. This is a drop of more than 50,000 

units from the 527,000 passenger cars and trucks put out 
in April and some 8,000 units under ADN’s most recent 
prediction of 485,000 for the month. That the decrease in 
production will become even more apparent in June 
seems certain from the June schedules on which most of 
the producers are now operating. If these schedules are 
carried on through June the output for that month will 
be in the neighborhood of 350,000 units. During May 
Chevrolet produced some 137,800 units; Ford accounted 
for around 104,600; Plymouth reached 49,500 cars; Dodge 
car and truck production reached 37,820; Oldsmobile put 
out some 22,614 cars; Pontiac made 21,379; Buick ac- 
counted for 18,680; Hudson 12,642. Studebaker’s output 
of cars and trucks is estimated at 8,785 for May and 
Packard during the same month put out in the neighbor- 
hood of 6,707 cars. Chrysler production for May was 
around 6,040 while Nash-LaFayette accounted for 7,440; 
De Soto for the same month produced around 5,685 units. 
Cadillac-LaSalle output was 2,232 units and that for 
Graham was 3,005. Willys produced 3,103 cars and trucks 
during May and Reo during the same month made 1,740 
cars and trucks. Auburn-Cord accounted for 1,720 units 
and the total number of miscellaneous units is estimated 
at 26,400. The foregoing figures are not official but have 
been carefully checked and taken from ADN files for 
May. During June ADN estimates that Chevrolet will 
produce some 125,000 units and that Ford will account 
for a total of 100,000 cars and trucks. Plymouth is 
scheduled at 44,000 for the month and Dodge, if present 
schedules are carried out, will account for 35,000 cars and 
trucks.

trations and that the April reports would include more 
than 20,000 passenger car and several thousand com- 
mercial car units sold in March but not registered until 
April. On this basis, a total of 386,886 units have been 
registered in April for the passenger car division. These 
386,886 represent about 97 per cent of the expected total 
registration, according to the figures from the same 
states last year. From this, ADN bases its estimate of 
between 398,000 and 399,000 units, probably somewhere 
around 398,500 units. Only once in the history of the 
automobile industry has an April exceeded this year. 
That was 1929, when the total was 481,675. April registra- 
tions will be up approximately 25 per cent over the 319,652 
units registered last year and about 35 per cent over 
March, this year. The nearest any other April in history, 
except for the peak year of 1929, came to this April’s 
figure was 388,024 in 1926. Only three months in the 
industry’s history exceeded April, 1936. They were April, 
1929, with 481,675; May, 1929, with 454,132, and July, 1929, 
with 432,503.

On the basis of these unexpected returns, the estimate 
will naturally have to be revised upward to about 65,000 
to 66,000 units, probably about 65,500. Last year the 47 
states reported to date totaled about 96 per cent of the 
month’s complete registrations. On this basis, the esti- 
mate of 65,500 units seems to stand a good chance of 
fulfillment when the final two states send in their re- 
ports. No other month in history came within thousands 
of this expected April figure, the highest previous month 
being July, 1929, with 57,943 units. Truck registrations 
for April will be approximately 40 per cent ahead of 
April last year and slightly more than 25 per cent over 
March, 1936.

May 
Sales revision of April passenger car estimates, 
Holding it was expected May sales would top the 


previously estimated 370,000 to 375,000 
passenger car registrations in April. Reports for May 
are, at this point, necessarily scattered, and any real 
basis for an estimate would be unfounded except for a 
general trend. Checking the few reports for May, how- 
ever, against an estimated production of 477,837 for the 
month and deducting an expected total of 55,000 to 
60,000 commercial cars and Canadian output and export 
sales, early indications for May point to a total for the 
month of around 375,000 registrations. As figures come 
in, however, it may be necessary to revise this estimate 
accordingly, but the trend, in any case, is that May sales 
will hold firm and that recession in sales is still in the 
offing. June and July will probably hold pretty high, the 
latter month activated by bonus payments. A sharp drop 
in sales is not expected to materialize until late in the 
summer, although a probable tapering off will be evi- 
denced as the summer progresses.
